ed gracefully . 
Besid es the Kaiser there were pres­ 
en t the German Crown Prin ce, Pre­ 
mier von Bethman n , Foreign Min ister 
von Wachter, a brillian t array of gen ­ 
erals an d public n otables. Barthold t, 
ad d ressin g the Kaiser said : 
Your Magesty : By d irection of the 
Presid en t of the Un ited States we have 
come across the ocean to fulfill the 
purport of a resolution un aimousiy 
ad opted by the American Con gress 
provid in g for the presen tation to His 
Magesty , the German Emporer, an d 
the German people of the statue of 
Gen eral von Stueben , as a gift from 
the American people. If in the per­ 
forman ce of this hon orable mission 1 
may be permitted to in terpret the 
sen timen ts of the people of the Un ited 
States, 1 would *« y , on behalf of the 
Presid en t’s special embassy that the 
proffered d on ation is to be a pled ge 
of peace an d amity an d a guaran tee 
of the sin cerity of the earn est hope, 
cherished by all American s, that the 
effect of this ceremon y may be to 
d raw more 
an d 
more 
closely 
the 
bon d s of trad ition al frien d ship an d 
good will which, stren gthen ed as they 
are by the ties of blood , have alway s 
so happily un ited the great German 
Empire with the great Republic of 
the West, the I n ited Stated of Amer­ 
ica.

comemorate his valuable services as 
well as those ren d ered by the Ger­ 
man s gen erally to the cause of Ameri­ 
can in d epen d en ce. An d tod ay ’s cele­ 
bration ? It is varibly a beautiful act 
of in tern ation al courtesy , but may n ot 
also in terpret the read y acceptan ce 
of this statue as a just an d gen erous 
willin gn ess, on the part of Steuben 's 
old Fatherlan d an d its ex lated souv- 
erign , to appreciate an d hon or those 
who by their con d uct abroad have ad ­ 
d ed lustre to the German n ame? Mil­ 
lion s of hearts on the other sin e of 
the Atlan tic which throb warmly on 
accoun t of this d ed ication will re­ 
joice ex ultan tly at such in terpreta­ 
tion .
